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LETTER FROM ROCKFORD. 


RocxFrorD, ILt., Oct. 24, 1864, 
To the Editor of the Christian Inquirer : 

Your readers, or 8o0me of them, at least, will 
be glad to hear a good word concerning the 
church of our faith in this city. They will re- 
member, perhaps, that Rev. WiLliax G. Now- 
ELT. was Settled as its pastor last April, At 
that time the Sunday-school was thoroughly 
reorganized; and in consequence of further 
united effort and interest on the part of the 
pastor and people, this important branch of 
the church has nearly trebled its numbers and 
usefulness during the past 8ix months. The 
firs; 8emi-annual report-day exeroiges of the 
gchool were held yesterday ; and the report of 
the Secretary showed that, instead of 36 mem- 
bers, which was the number belonging to the 
8chool last April, 86 members are at present 
connected with it. Several more joined the 
8chool yosterday, raiging the whole number to 
over 90, 

Nor has this unprecedented prosperity been 
confined to this branch of our church alone. 
The Society itself has increased and grown 
more active. Oar Treagurer told me the other 
day that there were more pew-holders in the 
church than at any former period of its bis- 
tory. Certainly, in its contributions to meet 
its current expenses and for charitable pur- 
poxes, this church hag s8urpagsed itself of late. 
Several times, in large Union meetinge, at 
which collections were taken up for the great 
charities of the day, one gentleman connected 
with our church has» placed upon the plate 
over a third of the entire amount contributed 
by the congregation. 

Indeed, I think that you will find that gen- 
uine Unitarians out West are much the 8ame 
as their brethren everywhere—liberal givers 
for every good purpoge. Oaly we do wish 
gometimes that the West were richer in money 
than it is as yet, that it might give more, and 
better 8upply its needs. 

But I must not write this time about any- 
thing else than the unwonted prosperity of our 
little church, which 80 gladdens all our hearts. 
Next June, when the Western Conference meets
